ales International Baccalaureate program at Harry Ainlay 
is one of the largest and most successful IB programs in 
Canada with over 600 pre-IB and IB students. International 
Baccalaureate is a program that challenges highly motivated 
students to develop critical thinking skills that will help prepare 
them for academic studies at University. Students who complete 
IB courses can earn advanced University credit and placement 
for the work that they have done at high school. Students value 
the dynamic classroom environment, individual instruction, 
challenging curriculum, dedicated teachers, and most of all, the 
opportunity to develop time-management, self-confidence, and 
leadership skills. Some of our IB students choose to earn the 
full IB Diploma by completing six rigorous courses, in addition 
to a 4000 word extended essay, completion of a Theory of 
Knowledge course, and at least 150 CAS (Community, Action, 
Service) hours in grade 11 and 12. This helps to create students 
that are well rounded and who can engage themselves in the 
world beyond the textbook. IB students are service-minded 
students that often take up important causes like our school’s 
anti-landmines initiative, which raised money to help clear 
landmines and help the victims of landmines. High academic 
achievement, along with service to the community, has helped 
many of our IB students to earn scholarships for post-secondary 
study. 673 students Harry Ainlay students have graduated 
with the full IB diploma since our first IB class graduated 
in 1984, and 60 more students are attempting to join their 
ranks this year.

Principal’s 


od Evening Ladies and Gentle- 

men, honoured guests, families and 
niembers of Harry Ainlay’s graduating 
class of 2005. 
It is indeed a great honour to be with 
you tonight as we celebrate the gradu- 
ating class of 2005. This is a time 
of great joy and sadness. Joy in the 
success that you as graduands have 
achieved, and sadness in the fact that 
we must now say good-bye and send 
you on your way into the world. 
As | prepared for this speech, I found 
myself thinking about education and 
the enrichment that it brings to all of 
our lives. Herbert Spencer once said, 
“Education has for its object the forma- 
tion of character.” We may even say 
that education can be the key to suc- 
cess or failure in our world of today. 
As such, we must be compelled to pay 
more attention to the kind of education 
that exists. The intellectual growth of 
future generations is in the hands of our 
school system. Our students are future 
voters, politicians and leaders. Does 
it frighten you at all when you stop a 
moment to consider that reality¢ We, 
now, are all responsible for our future 
world. 
Education is as old as man himself. We 
have the ability to pass knowledge on 
and must use it for the advancement 
of the world in which our children, 
grandchildren and great-grandchildren 
of generations to come will live. Admit- 
tedly, our lives of today are much more 
complicated. As such, it is necessary 
that we have a more complex system of 
education. 
We seem to have hit the peak of com- 
plexity in Canada today. Formal educa- 
tion may occupy as much as one-third 
of our lives, and this figure most likely 
will increase as the complexity of our 
society continues to do so. Today, an 
undergraduate degree or technical diplo- 
ma is gradually losing its importance, 
and in more and more fields, further 
credentials are often required. 
Many different theories abound con- 
cerning our education system. Some 
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educators feel that an education’s duty 
is to instil traditional values in our 
young. Some feel that educational guid- 
ance should give our youth the ability 
to develop new ideas. Some say that 
the main purpose of education is to in- 
struct in personal happiness or the skills 
which are valuable in earning a living. 
And, still others have the theory that 
the pursuit of knowledge for its own 
sake is the main reason for education. 
Ezra Pound said, “Real education must 
ultimately be limited to men who insist 
on knowing, the rest is mere shepherd- 
ing.” 

Most likely, all of these theories will 
sometime or other enter in to the real 
purpose of education. But we will all 
probably agree that the well-educated 
person is not just a storehouse of facts 
and figures, but an informed and con- 
scientious person capable of thinking 
for him or herself. 

It is our duty as educators to furnish a 
foundation for intellectual growth for 
all young people. 

As early as our elementary grades, our 
school system tries to offer courses 
which will develop not only the child’s 
individuality but also their ability to be 
well-rounded people. Some are strongly 
opposed to this school of thought. 
They have the theory that at just the 
time when our world is becoming more 
technical and specialized, we shouldn’t 
offer non-specialized courses to our 
students. They say we need expert 
scientists, chemists, doctors, etc. And, 
they believe, to achieve expertise, we 
must use all our years of education in 
developing these specialized subjects. 
They fail to see the importance of an 
engineer knowing something of art and 
music. 

These theorists seem to have forgot- 
ten that, in the end, we are all people. 
Even if and when “Technology” takes 
over our world, people still exist to 
communicate, adjust and try to under- 
stand each other. No matter how many 
changes are made in mankind’s society 
through the years, one thing will defi- 


nitely remain; and that is people. And 
people have to talk and communicate 
with each other. How boring it would 
be to listen to someone constantly 
speaking about only medicine or law or 
any other subject, for that matter. 
As long as man is not completely self- 
sufficient, he will be forced to show 
some consideration for those around 
him. Since our individual occupations 
are not our whole lives, the special- 
ized theory simply has to fail. People 
remain social animals. It is a basic 
instinct. We need transportation and 
food; we have to pay bills and vote. 
Not only our government, but also our 
whole family structure, would break 
down without well-balanced peo- 
ple. Imagine having a father, mother, 
husband or wife who is incapable of 
discussing the things you are most 
interested in. 
The kind of education our children 
receive can be the key to their ability 
to succeed or fail in this world. Educa- 
tional enrichment is much more impor- 
tant than any of us realize at this mo- 
ment in time. It is my hope that this 
class we celebrate tonight has received 
such an education. I am confident, as 
we send you out into the world, that 
we will be proud of your future accom- 
plishments.

He was a carpenter, 
teacher, assistant principal, principal, 
alderman, and mayor. 

In an age when many people would have 


settled for one career, he wanted more. 
A number of you have already been 
exploring this theme while in high school, 
through your involvement in clubs, on 
sports teams or by lending your time and 
talents to school events. 

By doing this, I hope you have made your 
high school years mean something more 
than just assignments and tests.

Graduation is not the end; it is the begin- 
ning.”

I hope the memories you have of your 
years at Ainlay have been happy ones and 
I pray you cherish them for a lifetime.

Shaw’s admonition to all of us—“Always 
do right. This will please some of the 
people and astonish the rest.”

And we 
have not found in our generation or time 
all the answers to complex questions. You 
may never get a gold medal for anything 
except, maybe living and living well and 
living honorably and living truthfully. 

If I had my way People Magazine would 
be here tonight because you are the stars 
tonight but I need to caution you that you 


have not done this all alone, you just think 
you have. If somebody had kept a tally of 
all the money spent on each one of you 
tonight, that figure would be approaching 
a million dollars a person. Between your 
parents, your family, the school system, 
the medical system, doctors and other 
services you have cost society and your 
family a great deal of money and you 
know that money was spent with love, 
with hope and with optimism that you 
would be the best generation ever to live 
on earth in one of the best countries in 
the world. With all of that love, support, 
service and dollars, though comes a huge 
responsibility. You are not graduating in 
a war torn country without railways and 
airports and medical systems. You have 
been born or you have moved to a very 
successful nation that requires complex 
thinkers, hard workers and good citizens. 
Your parents, your guardians, your fam- 
ily, your teachers and other staff have 
worked extremely hard to get you to 
where you are tonight. Pretty soon you 
will be on your own and you will be in 
charge of your own destiny and you will 
need to accept responsibility for your own 
mistakes and successes. You will become 
accountable citizens of this nation. I think 
you have everything that it takes to be 
the heroes and heroines of Harry Ainlay, 
of this city, of our province and of our 
country. I wish you well. I hope and pray ~ 
you are indeed heroes for all time.
